II. The Proclamation is but declatative of what the KING

Papiſts, as alſo that of the Proteſtant Religion,and the ancient

uſus Regni noftri Anglie non imminuentur,©&- ſi Ego(quod abſit) 
in tant4 me dejeFione ponerem, Optimates mei, O* totus Ang- 
lie popmlns, id nullo modo p ateretur : Both which thoſe MiC- 
creants would utterly deltroy, by cauling a perpetual abe 
ſence of Parliaments, and by making the Common Laws of 
England to truckle to the Canons of the Civil Laws of 
Rome. |
